‘During the summer of 2009 | was fortunate enaugh to acquire a wood fram Priebe 
and Dentofacial Onhopedies of Anchorage (Alaska. | did't know much about the 
DDoctor nor the Company behind the wood. So, when visiting Anchorage again in 
June of 2012, | sought to find the location and see what | could find aut. Wel 

Of, Priebe Orthodontics had moved. However, with help from folks at the old loca 
tion | obtained the address fer the new location, 








LUpon arriving atthe new tocation I was greeted by a cheerful and helpful ront of 
stat, who not only gave me a new Priebe Orthodontics “Prabe's Penny" wood, but 
also clued mein as to the whys and wherefores of the wood. as follows: 


‘+ 3,000 of these two woods have been made since 2003 and all are the typical 
‘38mm (or 1-4/2") in diameter, with the printing n black ink on natural 
‘wood colour 

+ Primary they are gven as a reward to children and young people at regular 
scheduled dental appointments (not emergencies), good hygiene, nothing 
broken, show up on time, good cooperation (e.g. asked to Wear rubber 
bands or headgear, do so as instructed), having their teth cleaned regularly, 
getting A's and B's on their report cards, or for doing at laast 3 hours of com 
‘munity service work (4-20 woods can be awarded per visits; and also, 20 
‘woods can be given to patients who refer a new client and, 

+ specific numberof woods need to be collacted for spectic rizes (the sta 
oted that “Many times we get down to all woods on the counter being 
‘unted and recounted in hopes of having enough fora long awaited prize”), 


‘The staf introduced me to Dr. Derek N. Priebe, DDS, MDS, who vas interested in my 
collecting of Alaska woods, and who was quite happy | had two of his woods for my 
collection and for my catalogue of Alaskan woods. My thanks to Dr. riebe and his 
Staff for their interest, thei hela and thelr operation, al of which was truly apore- 
cated,

It was rumoured there was a wooden nickel 
‘eminating from Uncle Tom's Tavern, situated in Chitia, We arrived in Citina around neon and found to our dismay that 
Uncle Tams Tavern did not open until 3 p.m. that day! We talked with a fellow inthe hotel across the road fram Uncle 
‘Tom's Tavern, and whined about not being able to stay around unt 3 p.m. (due to reservations pending up the road), and 
the fellow, feting sorry for us, offered to sell us an Uncle Tom's wood that he hac. 


We, thankfully ‘made the dea’ and thus acquired an Uncle Tom's wood (see right). When 
We returned Nome after our vacation, | wate Uncle Tom's asking f thera were any ather 
Uncle Tom's woods, and, i's, would they be available? To my delight, | recelved a very 
positive reply from Beth Kelley (co-propretor with Tom Wesner of Uncle Tom's Tavern) 
‘saying "yes, there were two other round tokens and ane homemade token, and yes, they 
‘would send samples of each to me". This they promptly did! Some further communications revealed that a new home 
‘made wood had been created (and a great sample soon appeared at my address}!

The 1991 CNA Convention Promotional Woods by tonn Regt, cANIMC Life Member 


| made a proposal to the executive ofthe Canadian Numismatic Assocation in 1988 or 1989 to have the Toronto 
International Coin Fair (TICF) host the 1994 CNA Convention in Toronto. This was done fora number af reasons. For one, the 
CCNA did net have an offer rom any local coin club to hest the carwention that year. AS wel, notanly wa it my pan to sel 
TICE, at te ime Canada’s largest coin show, but to retire from numismatics after more than 30 years of collecting and 
‘volunteering at ail levels ofthe hobby. By having the privately-owned and 

‘operated coin show host the annual convention of the national body would be 
‘my swan song and allow me ta go out witha bang. 



























[Although the CNA had never tuened over the rights, other than the auetion, toa 
commercial venture, the CNA executive knew that | was running TICF asa hobby 
With emphasis on assuring the collector would be pampered. A Bliman 
‘negotiated on behalf ofthe CNA, while |, as ower of TICF, negotiated on the 
host's behalf. We came to the agreement that TICF would pay $6,000 for te 
rights to host the CNA Convention. According to the DollarTimes.com website 
the value of a doliar in 1992 Is worth $4.69 today, therefore, my guarantee 
‘amountad to the equivalent af over $10,000 in today’s dala. 


"issued a number of wooden tokens for passing outat the Convention in the 
‘tegistration kits of atthe banquet, altesting to my intentions. This included a 
General Chaieman wood, a wood showing the convention location and a “thank 
you wood. The RCNA has frowned on convention committees using the oficial 
Convention medal design on any promotional woods or ary wooden nickels. 
‘made up by members af the RCNA or CAWME. Instead, a secondary design was 
created for non-official souvenirs, ether by the convention committee or by the 
‘wooden nickel creator such as Norm Belsten Wooden Nickels or Canada Wide 
‘Woods. However, that policy seems to have been overlooked in the past few 
years. 


Another promotional wood contained the same design as found on the oficial, 
Convention medal that was designed by the Royal Canadian Minton the front, 
‘and a line drawing of the Westbury Hotel on the back, was 

Issued on a size 4" x2-4/2" balsa wood in a quantity 100. 











In 1992, atleast a dozen attendees Issued woods with the 
official GNA logo. Most of them donated a suftcient 

‘quantity to include in the registration kits, while al of thers 
fhassed them out atthe CAWMC breakfast meeting. Without |
